Refiiihir Meetinf! Befiinnin^ March 5, 1956 


Council members present: Paulsen, Marciante, 
McMillian, Broach, Carle, Foehn and Pat- 

terson, CafFrey could not attend because of under- 
going a recent operation. 

The Coimeirs last minutes and report were ap- 
proved. 

VVe examined and filed the auditor’s reports. 

PLACED ON RETIREMENT 

Alfred Shackelford. International Representa- 
tive, was placed on the disability list April 1, 
19ol. He now requests that he be transferred to 
the retirement list. This was granted— effective 
April 1, — in accord with Article HI, Section 

II, paragraph (2) of our Constitution. 

I N TERN ATION AL CH ARC E 

Our Constitution — Article IV, Section 3, para- 
graph (9) — empowers the International Presi- 
dent to take charge of the affairs of any Local 
Union when this is necessary to protect or ad- 
vance the interest of its members or the l.R.F,.\V. 

If the President or his representative has not 
adjusted the I,ocal Union’s affairs within six 
months, tlie entire case must be referred to the 
Executive Council, 

President Freeman referred to us the case of 
Local Union 271 of Wichita, Kansas. After re- 
viewing this case the Council decided that Inter- 
national charge (or supervision) of its affairs 
shall cuiiLinue until further notice. 

CASE OF F. IM. VARNEY, JR. 

He Vielongs to mixed Local Union 637 of Roa- 
noke, Virginia. Its Trial Board found him guilty 
of violating Article XXVI 1, Section 2, paragraphs 
(8), (9) and (10) of the I.B.E.W, Constitution. 
These provisions read : 

“(8) Creating or attempting to create dis- 
satisfaction or dissension among any of tlie 
members or among L. U.’s of the I.B.E.W.” 
“(9) Working in the interest of any organi- 
zation or cause which is detrimental to, or 
opposed to, the I.B.E.W. 


"(10) Slandering or othei'wise wronging a 
member of the I.B.E.W. by any wilful act or 
acts.” 

X’arney was assessed $175.00. He appealed to 
Vice President Blankenship who held a hearing 
in the case. Blankenship dismissed two of the 
charges — of violating paragraphs (8) and (9) 
quoted above. However, he upheld the Trial 
Board in finding Varney guilty of violating para- 
graph (10) quoted above. He also upheld the as- 
ses.sment of $175.00. 

Upon appealing to President Freeman, the as- 
sessment was reduced to $75.00. The President 
held that since two of the charges were dismissed, 
the original amount of the assessment should not 
remain. 

Varney now appeals to this Executive Council. 
Upon reviewing this case, we find no reason to 
grant the appeal — and it is denied.

Brennan belongs to Utility Local Union 1339 
of Buffalo, New York. Ele appealed to V’ice Presi- 
dent Liggett to have a grievance reopened. He 
filed the grievance in 1948 — two years after he 
returned from military service, Idggctt denied 
the appeal. Brennan then appealed to President 
Freeman whose decision stated : 

“1. You filed your grievance January 26, 1948 
and failed to follow the grievance procedure 
outlined in the collective bargaining agree- 
ment, 

“2. Your case was heard, investigated and 
dismissed by the Department of Labor, Divi- 
sion of Veterans’ Re-employment Rights. 

“3, The International Representative as- 
signed to hold the hearing in your case, found 
your claim to be without merit.” 

Ill his appeal to this Executive Council, Bren- 
nan complains that a copy of the job seniority 
roster in his department was not supplied to him. 
He wants us to obtain this for liim. Upon study- 
ing the record in this case we find that such sen- 
iority roster would not change the facts. 

We also find Brennan's claim to be without 
merit. And we deny the appeal. 
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CASK OK LOCAL UNION 561 


This Ilailioart I.ocaI Union — of Montreal, Que- 
bec, Canada — appeals a caso involvinj^ tlie sen- 
iority listini^’ of J* Boyle. 

The Local Union eiainis this member is not on- 
titied to the seniority — given him by the Railroad 
Cteneral Cliainiian — ^whidi dates back to April I, 
HM7. Instead, the Local contends he is entitletl 
only to seniority beginning with May of 1955. 

A review of this case dearly shows that Boyle 
was placed on the wrong seniority list by mistake. 
Because of this, when others had the opportunity 
to accept the April L 19^7 seniority date, Boyle 
(lid not 

The Raib'oad General Chairman ruled that 
Boyle should be given tlie April 1, date be- 
cause he could have diosen Oiis date if tlie otn>or- 
tuniiy had been given him. 

The General Chairmaids decision was approved 
by Vice Presi<lent Duffy, in charge of I'ailroad 
matter's. The case was a|>pealed to President 
Freeman. lie too saw the justice in the decisions 
already rendered. The Local Union now appeals 
to this Executive Council. 

Ujion studying this case we Rnd no i^eason 
vvdiatever for granting the appeal. We find the 
decisions rendered were just and fair. So we deny 
the appeal. 

CASK OF ILLIAM i.AMMKUT 

This member Is on withdrawal card. Me lost 
his continuous standing in 1917 by an arrearage 
in Ids dues |>aynient. This alfected his pension 
and death benefit rights. 

The files show that after laimniert fast wrote 
the International Office about r'estoriiig his stand- 
ing, he waited over one yt^ar hefoi*e aiipeali ng to 
lids Council. 

However, we could not considei* this apiieal be- 
cause it is long bevond tlie time limit {^0 days) 
set in our Constitution. 

CASK OF IS ILMAM W OKLLKR 

Wocller belongs to Inside Local t^nion of 
Spring Valley, New Yor^k. Its Trial Board fouiul 
Idm guilty of violating tlie following bylaws: 

'^Article VI, Section I: The Business Man- 
ager shall issue all working cards.” 

** Article XIV, Section 5: The handling of 
jobs for unemployed members shall be under 
the full su|>ervision ami direction of the Busi- 
ness Manager's ofike. Me .sliall devise such 
means as fie considers practical and fail* in 
distributing availalile jobs to such members 
— if they ar'e qualified to do the work. Mem- 
bers violating any rule or plan established 
shall Ik? penalized by the Executive Board.” 


Woen(?r was asses.sed $135.00. He appealed to 
Vice President Liggett who had an investigation 
conducted. After this Liggett deided the appeal. 
President Freeman ui>held Liggett. 

Now Woeller appeals to this Cmmcik He was 
specifically charged with Ixdng unemployed and 
returning to work willumt clearing through the 
Busiiie.ss Manager's ollice. The record indicates 
there is a uniform application of this rule in the 
Local Ibdon. 

When working for an out-of-town contractor, 
having no agreement with the Local Union, any 
ti'ansfer or peiiods of imeniploymeiit .should be 
nqmrted* This practice is general Uii’oughout the 
LB.E.W. Jurisdiction. 

I however, some members insist on every “denu*- 
eratic right” regardless of the welfare of other 
members, and threaten civil court action at the 
di’op of a hat. The ixical Union, by democratic 
action, e.stablished rules governing unemployed 
iruqnbers. These rules are simple. 

Tlie record indicates the Ru.siness Manager has 
applied those rules uniformly. There is nothing 
to show that any individual lias been denied the 
right to work. Nor tliat he ha.s been denied the 
right to work for a specific employer. We find 
that the Ltjcal Union ha.s asked only that the rules, 
ado})ted liy the membership, be lived up to. 

We deny the ajipeal. 

(Tlie foregoing is a digest of tlie detailed 
decision mailed to William Woeller.) 

CASK OF A. IK l.KK 

Lee belongs to RailroafI Local Union 889 of Ik>s 
A ngeles, California. Its Trial Board found him 
guilty of violating Article XX\TI, Section 2, pai'a- 
gr-aplvs (2) and (8) of the l.B.EAV, Constitution. 

Lee \vi\R assessed $300.00. Vice President Duffy 
denied Ids appeal. l*rt?sideiit Fr(?eman sustained 
DidTy. Lee now apiieals to this Council. 

The liocal Railroad Chairman wrote this letter 
to the railroad Master Mechanic: 

“Dear Sir: May 31, 1955 

In I'egard to Electricians in Los Angeles 
who ride Special trains or who relieve train 
riders on vacations, or who are ill. 

Until additional men ai'e init on train rid- 
ing to reduce tlie lumrs worked from 228 
hours per month to a imu'e reasonable hours 
in liru' with work at home point, these Elec- 
tricians will claim time under Rule If) of 
SduxUde of Itiites, for all relief work. 

Signed: Dean E. W'atson 
Local Chairman.” 

All Agreed 

All furloughed train riders in Los Angeles 
agrcH'd to abide by the abovi» kdter. Lee, with full 
knowledge of this letter, volunteered to go relief 
train riding. 
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Leo’s action (iestroycd llie attempt to better 
conditions tx'cmise otbers were forced to return 
to ridinfr to protect their seniority which they 
would have otherwise lost. 

The files in this cast? clearly show that Lee is 
guilty as charged. And we so find. He violated 
some of the fundamental rules and principles of 
unionism — also our Constitution. We deny his 
appeal. 

I’RKSIDKNT AM) SF< HKTARY 

President Freeman and Secretary Keenan dis- 
cussed several matters with us. 

President Freeman reported his appointment of 
committees to adjust jurisdiction differences with 
the Cariwnters, Machinists and Engineers. Also 
that an amendment to the existing I.B.E.W.-lron 
Workers agreement — providing for notice of can- 
cellation by cither party, with a written interpre- 
tation of the agreement — had been negotiated. 

The agreement with the Iron Workers provides 
that approval must be given by the Executive 
Council of each organization. So we approved the 
amendment and the written interpretation. 

We also approved certain payments for legal 
defense, from the Defen.se Fund, as provided for 
in Article XI, Section 2 of our Con.stitution. 

Transfer of FiiiiiIm 

The amendment to Article II of our Constitu- 
tion — adopted by the memiHirahip last July — 
provides that whenever the Convention Fund ex- 
ceeds $t,2r)0,000 the excess may be transferred to 
the General Fund by the Executive Council. 

Therefore, we authorized Secretary Kecuiaii to 
automatically make such transfer from time to 
time. 

Secretary Keenan reported that the benefici- 
aries of 2.21.1 dccea,sed members had received our 
death benefits for the year He also reported 

that 7,118 members were receiving the I.B.E.W, 
pension February 29, 19">6. There were 6,176 more 
members eligible for the pension as of that date. 
But these have not yet taken their pension. 

The International SecretaiT also reported on 
the investment of I.B.E.W. funds.

NEWS FROM THE LOCALS 


L. r. l ST. LOl'IS, MO.— riiiitcad of 
our usual Christmas party for the 
membership, Local No. 1 this year 
applied the money for direct relief to 
members and their families who suf- 
fered misfortunes- Thousanda of dol- 
lars that hatl been used for enter- 
tainment and toys at the party were 
used to bring happiness and cheer to 
those tthose Christmas would not have 
bf-en so bright. 

At the last district progieaa meet- 
ings htdd throughout the Bndherhtiod, 
our new International President Gor- 
don Freeman stressed in hirt talks I hat 
local unions must start a vigorous 
campaign to secure electrical repair 
work being dune in its jurisdiction. 
Local No. I has had this campaign 
in progress for some time and this 
work hi'ks been profitable to some of 
the smaller contractors who have vol- 
unteered t4i e4|uip trucks with tools 
and equipment to specialise in this 
branch of electrical work. 

One of the big factors in this work 
is getting f|ualihed electricians to do 
the work chi^aply enough so that the 
contrnclor can sell the sendee to 
homeowners, who are *‘do-it-yourse)r* 
comiitioried these days. There has 
been nt> reduction of wage scale for 
this type (>f work, but we have made 


iin aU-oul effort in cooperation with 
the power company, the contractor 
and dealers to secure this work ftm 
our membership. New.spapc'r, nulio 
and television advertisements have 
been used i-fTectively in the campaign. 

Let^s not fool ourgclvi's! This kind 
of work is essential to the welfare of 
any local union, and Local No. 1 at 
this time is in the process of educat- 
ing men in the efbeient hundling of 
the repair work. 

Another class of membership vital 
to e%^eiy Itwal union is Ihe electrical 
supply house workers. They consist 
of overy^ per.son who handles electri- 
cal supplies of any mi lure, including 
stock men, puckers ami city counter 
salesmen. Local No. 1 has the ma- 
jority nf the electrical supply houses 
in St. Louis organ! 7.ed a ml has con- 
tracts with management covering per- 
sons employed In this type of work In 
our juri.sdiction. Again, our motto is 


^‘Electrical work for the electrical 
worker." 

Back in 11104 St- Louis celebrated 
the Louisiana Turchaso centennial 
with a world’s fair — the largest ami 
most spectacular fair e%^er produced 
mid built in that era. Civic minded 
citizens have been tidying for sevenil 
years to promote another fair for St, 
Louis, but have been hampered by in- 
adequate spa no, transportation prob- 
lems, and insufficient finances.

(Construction of this great new 
building was started in IPoJf after 
several years of planning in which the 
city don ted bond issues ami iic(|Uireii 
land for additional runways and taxi- 
w’ays. The IPO.OOO people who toured 
the buih tings during the three-duy 
open house W'ere amazed at the aim- 
plieity of design and the eaiie of move- 
ment through the spacioua interiors. 


The location of the Air Tomiinal 
building is just 15 miles due west of 
downtown St, Louis, Theii? are park- 
ing facilities for 1500 automobiles, 
with the lots completely paved and 
lighted by double-arm mercury lights* 
A small parking fee will be charged 
for choke “close-up*^ parking, but all 
other parking is free. There is also 
space for un nddhionol 2000 cars for 
future expansion. 

The St- Louis Municipal Airport 
had its start in 11122 ivhen St, LouLs 
was olfered the <yppnrtunity to play 


host to the National Air Races, The 
city, however, had no airfield, so sev- 
erxil civic minded citizens puiehased 
a 10-acre field W'hkh was suitable for 
lukeolTs and landings. The airport 
was nami'd Ljtmbert St. Louis Munici- 
pal Airport after Major Albeii Itond 
LambiM’l, one of the early bnlbHiniats 
of our city. 

In in 2%^, Major Lambert sold the 
field to the city, and St, Louis began 
an expansion program. Today it has 
about iTiUO acres entirely enclosed by 
chain link fencing. The runways are

200 feet w'ide and made of 14-inch 
concrete. It was necessary to remove 
4*4 nifilion cubic yards of dirt to pro- 
vide a level field, 

Tlie new building has over fi9,0tHJ 
square feet available for general use 
and another 56,000 square feet foi' 
concessions. Over 9f) percent of this 
space is sold. 

The new building^ designed by a 
St. Louis firm of architects, features 
an unusual design of a three-iloine 
vaulted roof, supported only on il,s 
four corners. This roc^f weighs over 
two million pounds, anti it required 
over three months to build just the 
traveling roof form. This form has 
been preserveti and stored for future 
expansion of the buihling. 

The building is 412 feet long and 
is constructed so that it can be ex^ 
panded to 824 feet. It was originally 
estimated that this present constme- 
tion would handle traffic until 1960, 
but air travel has increased tn the 
degree that the city is looking to\vaJ<l 
expansion in 1957. 

The building contains a modern 
kitchen to service inore than 2fino 
meals u <Uiy to the vm'ious airlines, 
and has numerous fitning rooms and 
snack bars throughout the buihiing. 
A modern baggage handling system 
enables passengers to claim their bag- 
gage wdthin two minutes after de- 
planetng. A 700- foot spectator deck 
provides a full view of the operating 


field, ami guests may also enjoy re- 
freshments there in the warm w**a th- 
en. 

Of direct interest to the readers of 
the JoiijtNAL is the part played by 
A.F. of L. union labor in the con- 
struction of this gieat A\v Teinnnal 
Building. 

It vvas built entirely by 100 pel cent 
union labor. Several St. Louis elec- 
trical conti’actors were involved in the 
work, which cost almut six million 
dollars — w'ith no Federal funds in- 


vohTd. Another two million dollars 
was spent outside of the buiitiing for 
taxi-^vuys, and pa iking facilities — in- 
cluding the lighting of these ai'eas. 
The electrical work on this portion of 
the firoject \vas done directly by city 
em ploy eel elect riciuMS, The completed 
building vs'ill be maintained by city- 
emtdoyed electricians who also will 
service the LtlOO-ton air conditioning 
plant and the electronic heating con- 
trols. 

The iMunidjial .Airport is operated 
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under the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
mettL wf Public Utilities of the City of 
St, l-rouis, with Conway B, Briscoe as 
director. David Lei(rh is the Airport 
Manager, and Oscar Temme, a mem* 
her of Local 1, chief electrician.

spiring and informative talk. The 
warm personality of Dean Carman is 
the outgrowth of a democratic philoso- 
phy which has made our friend and 
mentor the great educator he is. 

It is a pleasure to repoil that we 
have concluded our negotiations with 
llie Staten Island Edison Company. 
For the first time Local No, 3^s ne- 
gotiating team and the Utility Work- 
ers^ Unicuds negotiating committee 
sat down together across the table 
from the Edison management This 
cooperation, made possible by the 
AFL-CIO merger, brought splendid 
re.5iults— wage incieasi?s ranging from 
15 cents to 4-1 cents an hour, and 
averaging 25 cents. The new top 
wage for employes represented by Lo- 
cal No, S will be' $131.4il a week, 
Jtdm J. Kapp headed the Local No, 
3 negotiating team, and was assisted 
by attomey John F, O’Donnell, 
Patrick McGiuth, Regional Direc- 
tor of the Utility Workers Union 
and Business Manager of Local 1-2, 


headed the L^tility W'orkers’ negotiat- 
ing committee. 

Our members of the Staten Island 
Edison "L’’ Division acclaimed and 
unanimously ratified the new agree- 
[iicTit Thursday, January 2C, 195G. 

A group of our “D” Division mem- 
bers who repair and seiwice air-con- 
fiitioners, ranges, wmshing machines 
and other electrical appliances con- 
cluded their negotiations under the 
leadership of Business Representative 
Nat Chadwick, They were successful 
in winning a 15 cerit-an-hour wage 
increase. In addition to that, they ne- 
gotiated a $2.00 a day annuity plan 
which will start functioning April 1, 
1956, These members of the “D*' 
Division are also entitled to the bene- 
fits supenised by the Joint Industry 
Board, 

Members of our Division em- 
ployed by the American District Tele- 
graph Company in the construction, 
maintenance and operating depart- 
ments, conclude<l their agreement. The 
new agreement provi<lcs for a 7 cent 
>vHge boo.st for 100 men now on the 
progressive scale j 10 cents per hour 
for 138 of our members at the lop 
of the scale; 12 cents per hour for 35 
supervisors and inspector.^; 15 cents 
per hour for 8 foremen and district 
inspectors. The m^w agreement also 
provides an increase in car allowance 
and improvementfl in the benefit pro- 
gram. 

The negotiations in our fixtui*e in- 
dustry have not as yet been concluded. 
This agreement expired December 31, 
1956 and had to be extended by mu- 
timl agreement, with the understand- 
ing that anything finally agreed to 
would be I'etroactive to January 1, 
1956. 

The January 1956 issue of the 
Headers Digest has printed the story 
of Local Union No, 3 in five fact- 
packed pages and concluded that it 
is ‘^an impeccably honest, democratic 
union.” 

The 4,500 word article by roving 
editor Lester Velic, after months of 
research and liitervie’ws, says in part; 

”The union and the employers 
fashioned a grass-roots system. The 
members had yiensions, free dental 
care, medical check-ups years before 
the rise of welfare funds and fringe 
heme fits. They were the first huiUl- 
ing tradesmen to get paid vacations,” 

”\Vith the acc('ptance by the em- 
ployers of Local 3’s idea of annuities, 
the union rounded out a storm- shelter 
which makes the New York electrician 
the most protected wage earner In the 
nation,” 

One of the happiest events in the 
life of Local Union No, 3 took place 
this month when our Switchboard 
Division voted to undertake the con- 
struction of a housing praject to be 
named after the late William A. Ho- 
gan, our revered pioneer, Treasurer 
and International Treasurer, Now we

'‘Today instructors in reJatt-d and 
supplemental instiaictioii now have 
not only the best text bonks but aI,so 
the equipment which they can use 
for demonstration purposes for the 
students. Our journeymen and fore- 
men are well qualified to see that the 
apprentices receive competent advice 


and instruction while on the job. We 
have a strict rfdation fiystem in ef- 
fect with our appi'cutices and they 
are tninsf erred fnnn one shi>p to an- 
other at specified iiitciwals in order 
that they will receive all types of 
training in the electrical trade.” 

Ernie Ferrana as Apprentice Co- 
ordinator is the man responsible for 
the rotation system. 

Brother Ferrari says many out- 
standing electrical jobs have recently 
been completoil here. The University 
of California Medical Center was one* 
This involves the technical installa- 
tion of such etjuipment as the X-Hay 
radiological laboratory, heating and 
vent iia ting systems, operating room 
equipment and other various intricate 
work. The lives of people depend on 
the accuracy of the wiring in order 
that this equjpmeid will function 
properly. A numb<‘r of our appren-

Other jobs include the new Ljalllc 
signals being installeci on the San 
Francisco Bay Bridge. Incidentally, 
one of our former appixuitices, Charles 
Terrill, Jr,, is the foivnian on this 
piece of complicated installation. Oth- 
er contracts completcii include the 
San Francisco International .Airport 
and Hamms Hrewwy* Our Journey- 
men and appi'entices can be proud of 
these accomplishments. 

William J. “Bill” Varlcy, executive 
manager of the Electrical Contractors 
.Association, is one of the most promi- 
nent management repj’csentatives as- 
Sfjciated with the apprenticeship pro- 
gram. 

He is one of the original men who 
assisted in drafting the present ap- 
prenticeship law, the Shelley- Maloney 
Apprenticeship I>aw which was pa.s.sed 
in 1939, He has bi'cn actively en- 
gaged in promoting the welfare of 
apprentices for a number of years. 

Mr, Varley said recently, "Too long 
have we tolerutf'd the attitude that a 
man should learn the hard way* W’e 
cannot explain away failure of em- 
ployes to produce or to assume proper 
attitude by taking the position that 
no one told mo when I learned my 
trade; therefoi-e, why should 1 wony 
about how good my employes are or 
how much they know, 

"Our apprenticeship program is de- 
signed to alleviate this condition. The 
key to craftsmanship today in our 
industiy- is apprentice training, 

Joseph Cliaham who has been a 
member of the International Brothei- 
hnod of Electrical Workers Local (1 
for 25 years, was the first class in- 
stmetor of apprentices after the pas- 
sage of the Shelley -Maloney Act- He 
is now a member of the Joint Appren- 
ticeship Committee and co-ordinator 
tjf Trade and Industrial Education for 
the San Francisco Public Schools. 

The inside wdremen have at present 
90 apprentices in training. All are 
attending the John A, O’Connell Vo- 
cational and Technical Institute for

In a recent issue of the "Const nic- 
tion lievieiv”, an article stated that 
the electricians led all other building 
tmdea in 52 cities Inst year in the 
number of apprentices in training in 
proportion to the number of journey- 
men employed. 

This is a very good indicalion that 
the electrical industry, both manage- 
ment and labor, is doing a good job 
in the training of apprentices to take 
their part as future journeymen in 
our expanding economy.

Atom Powered Plant 
Scheduled in Toledo 

L. r. K, TOLEnO, OHU).— E.litor: If 

you really want to know how fast the 
days in a month go by, then get your- 
self a job as press secretary. They 
really fly. Today’s newspaper comes 
up with the news that the Atom Pow- 
ered generating plant which we have 
mentioiu^d in previou.s articles is final- 
ly going to be built on a plot of 
ground owned by Detroit Ellison con- 
sisting of nearly IJlfifl aci*es located 
at Laguna Beach about seven miles 
north of Monroe, Michigan. It is 
expected that ground will be turned 
over for this project early this com- 
ing summer. Cost has been estimated 
at various figures but most of tln^se 
figures are way above fJI million 
ilollars. Some 29 power companies 
are pooling their resouixres in the 
building of this plant.

ings fellowr press secrclarica and 
members of the LB.E.W* I have not 
performed in this capacity in a rmm- 
IwM' of years and since Brother Duke 
Otten made an excellent record of 
hitting the deadline each month, I 
])romiBed, when recently appointed by 


our President, to put Local 17 back 
in Local Lines, 

^Ve now have membei ship of about 
2,400 covered by six separate labor 
agreements and wdth collective bar- 
gaining in the full vigor of its youth, 
still growing, expanding and chang- 
ing so it no longer has the form it 
possessed yesterday* And in keeping 
with the increasing responsibility and 
controls we must fashion about our 
membership, we have moved out into 
some of these ne^ver areas of better 
service to our membej'ship. We have 
organize<l unit meetings which are 
supplementary to our regular meet- 
ings, each unit meeting quarterly for 
full discussion and debate on their 
unit area problems. The units are 
geographically located or of a separ- 
ate labor agreement that will best 
serve the member on the job in a 
jmrticular unit area. Through a peri- 
odic ne\vs letter, mailed to each mem- 
ber, our business manager makes a 
comprehensive ix^port on all the or- 
ganizing activities, union policy and 
the projection of that policy affecting 
future jdans and commitments. 

To move down the road of tomor- 
row I am af raid we will not be able to 
carry along the small, petty jeal- 
ousios and blame the lack of oui’ ad- 
justment to society and organized la- 
bor, to some fellow worker who does 
not do for us what we will not do 
for ourselves. With this thought in 
mind, we have organized a coui'se of 
study covering labor laws and collec- 
tive bargaining, conducted by Profes- 
sor l.r€^vinson of the University of 
Michigan. In looking ahead at the 
trade, the quotation "Study to show 
thyself approved — workman who 
needs not to be ashamed", rather apt- 
ly fits into our program, for we are 
making arrangements for an appren- 
tice training program in the theoreti- 
cal aspects of the trade. With the 
increase of electrical apparatus and 
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coiitiola^ lh*-*ir udujitatum uml apocifi- 
cations call for jfreatcr technical 
savvy anti know how. We think the 
local union can rinrl will furnish this 
information. Our stewards are xmw 
also receivin^f formal instruction in 
the interpretation of airreeniefils and 
in carrying out the hard, practical 
core of collective harffaininj?. 

We are keenly aware, as I believe 
all other utilities locals uri!, that pow- 
er irroiips, industry wide* in conihina- 
tion ai^ree upon the wa^e rati- they 
will pay, HO il hrinwrs uh face to face 
with area ha r^u Initio. We are think- 
in j? in terms of tin^ sixth ami i>ro- 
R-ress meotinK of last May, This pow- 
er squeesse has npmecl uii a fissure in 
ntir economy that, if exploiteil lo its 
limits could reduce our utility mem- 
hers to Ihe I'cmiomic si at us of peas- 
antry. **Tlie most importmit jirofluct 
of industry is what it ti(H*s to the 
lives of those who wau'k in it, ami for 
its own safety it needs to contriliule 
tn makin|f well balanced individuals 
whose social facilities are neither 
atrophied nor perverted/' 

We are also mindful like Harry 
Truman in his memoirs, "Year of 
iJeeision/' that this is our year of 
decision, iJoes lahoj- K-et a lax cut 
too? Who is on my side? What la^vs 
ami pitiirrams help me to attain la- 
bor's jToals, II Hsinjc economy under 
full einploynuuU and cultural oppor- 
tunity for all?

Rusiness Machine Cor|joi'ation of 
Undlcott, New York, and that, al- 
though he hatl written to their main 
offices re^iuesting an interview with 
a repress* a tat ivi^ of the eoinpaiiy, nv 
reply Had been received to date* 

Mr* Butler also stated that even 
though the company w*oulil acknowl- 
edge the right of this organisation to 
man the job with memlvers of the 
LB.K.W*, he would Iw? unable to fam- 
ish the r«»qufred number of electronic 
^^quipment installer's from wltfdn the 
ranks of Local Union 4S* He atreaflcd 
the need for the establishment of a 
class of instniction in thi' fiebl of 
electronics if the members of Local 

43 wished to secure this work as well 
as other future installation of <dec- 
tronic equipment* President William 
Quigley appointed a commilt€M\ with

All of this was prior to a startling 
statement that appeared in the local 
pa[jers a few' days ago, under United 
Press release, that told of the Inter- 
national Business Machine Corporn- 
tirm’B plan to break up Its $2r»0 mil- 
lion a year business in renting tabu- 
lating and electronic compufutors and 
make the machines available for sale 
for the first time in the history of 
the company* This action was in re- 
sponse to an anti -trust suit hi'ought 
by the U* S, I>epartment of Justice 
in which the IBM xx^as chargiKl "with 
controlling 80 [percent of the tabulat- 
ing business in the United States* 

The company also ag^'eed to license 
its patents, semce machines sold to 
others, and — 'what is of great imygirt- 
ance to the members of the LB.E.W*, 
proxdde technical training for repair- 
men and engineers. Until now, the 
International Business Machine Cor- 
poration has refused to allow any but 
its own factory trained employf^es to 
install or service any of its tabulating 
machines — electronic or otherwise, 
some of which command the fabulous 
rental sum of $500,000 yearly! Now, 
for the first time, outside technicians 
can and xvill be called in to install 
and service these complex machines. 
If the T.R.EAV, is to reap the bene- 
fits of this astoinicliiig change of com- 


pany policy, imm€?diate steps should 
be taken to establish courses of in- 
struction in electronic equipment in- 
stallation and to supplement this with 
follow up coui'ses in the IBM factory 
school for those members of the 
LR.E.W* who ai*e far seeing enough 
to roalize the benefits that will accrue 
to them through the acquisition of 
additional skills in this formerly 
closed field of work*

The NAM calls for . . , . “recog- 
nition, on t he pa i t of labor^ of tlie 
right of every worker to Join a union 
nr ref lain from Joining a union if 
be chooses, There caji he no <iuiii rel 
witlT these rights for al! citizens in 
a democracy nor in my opinion can 
iliere be a]^y denying of the right of 
any persons to refuse to work for 
any roiisoTT under the sun that is suf- 
fieient for the individual involved.

er not to W'ork win- re conditions of 
work are unaccep table to liirn can he 
taken as an Inilicatinn liiat 1 lie re is 
no ]>rcsent disposition on the |iart of 
the NAM to desist in its campaign to 
weaken and eventiuilly deslrfsy the 
trade union movement by the (maci- 
ment of so-called ‘right^to-wurk' 
laws' aimed at the destruction of 
union secuiity. 

“It is my deep belief that, along- 
side their expressed position on the 
rights of workers tn Join or nol to 
Join a union, management should give

bouses and 230 sigmUs, mostly on iron 
poles with a few on ground. 

Poles ami transformers were 
[iainti^fi by journeymen. All digging 
for wires and cfmerete pole bases was 
done by tlie LBJ'bW. witli the excep- 
tion of one man from the lahorer's 
unimi for ahruil thrive months. 

Of couTse, li'olley or catenary was 
done by regutar men of the puhltHy- 
owned utility. The writer was stew- 
atfl on most of lln^ job, especially at 
the last.

The entire earth is chargid 
with n<^gat]^(: (dectricity, that is why 
the positive electricity of tht^ light- 
nings .strikes for thc’ negative tdectric- 
ity of the earth. They have an in* 
tense afbnily foi- each other. That is, 
all the electricity in your home is har- 
nessed lightning and very dangerous. 
The entire earth and everything ciUi* 
nccted with it — rariiatoi', bathtubs, 
wa.'ih 1 ) 0 wis, water faucets, cement 
lloms, waiter pipes, the ironwork of 
huiliiings — all iiw dunged with nega- 
tive electricity firmi tiic earth; also 
kitchen sinks and gas ami electric 
ranges. 

“They call thi^ wiring in your homo 
about 115 volts, biw voltage. That 
teim is very misitnitllng and danger- 
ous. It is lev- only in comparison with 
the much higher voltages used in 
power transmissions. Tin wiring in 
your heme is doubly dangenms if not 
used |)j'opmiy; beware of it! 

“That child won hi not have died if 
the metal case of that I'adio or TV set 
had been priipeHy grounded — that is, 
a sepacate wire c'oiineding it to the 
earth or gaoinul through the water 


piping, grounded conduit or olhej’ 
means. All electric appliances with 
exposed metal parts such a.s toasters, 
washing machines ami all other laun- 
dry appliances, electric shavers, fans, 
lathes, electric portable tools, al! mo- 
tors — everything electric that has ex- 
posed metal fiarts — all me <lcadly 
dangerous if not [iroperly gia>imrlcd 
with a .sc^parate wire. The ground 
wire allows the deadly current to flow 
harmlessly to the groumi in the even! 
of any fault In the wiring of the ap- 
pliances. 

“In a recent yciir 52 pi ‘O pie were 
kilted in Mi mu sola liy ungrounded 
elective appnralns, four iT whom were 
electricians. If an electrician with 
many years ex[>eiience g'ets elect ro- 
cutc(t, what chancti has an amateur 
got — not mucii I 

“That should be a tip for you do-it- 
yourself fans; you are taking awful 
chances. You are also lurniking llu* 
laws of your edty and slate. 1 1 is a 
misdemeanor foi' anyone to ilo any 
electric wiring even In his own limnc. 
without an elect riciaids license. You 
are not only risking your life and 
property, but H is a liig question if 
you arc not jeopardizing your insur- 
ance by leason of actually iireaking 
the law. 

“Electricity j.s dt^adly daTig< Jous If 
not })ro]KM"ly useih That is not tln^ 
fault of the power com]iaiiy; almost 
every home is full of electric appli- 
ances with e,\])osed metal parts. When 
using them, keej> clear of grounfleil 
objects such as F have listed, and 
many more. 

“Bettor still, call y(iU3‘ electrical 
dealer, cent l actor or elect rician, yoin* 
power company, city or state electri- 
cal inspectors — Ihr^y will be glad to 
help you. Foi- a litlle money you can 
make your hojue electrically safe.

End Lengthy Canadian 
General Motors Strike 

L. U. 120, LOMION, ONT.— The 148- 

day strike of the employes of General 
Motors in Canada has ended amid ex- 
pressions of goodwill and self con- 
gratulation by uui(*n and company 
spokesmen. Possibly, both sides felt 
like the man who luittcd his head 
against a brkk wall—it felt wonder- 
ful whcTi he I pi it. Actually both sides 
have lost heavily in this strike, as 
have the communities where G.M. 
plants are located. 

The U.A.W. cortninly has a hand- 
some package to present to its mem- 
bership, including a guaranteed an- 
nual wage, om* of the best pension 
plans in Canadian iiuhistry, an im- 
proved medical insurance plan, an au- 
tomatic annual wage increase of six 
cents per hour, increased overtime and 


night shift pay, and more paid hoH- 
days. According to press releases 
from the union this F.pellK a gain of 
25 cents per hour. 

On the debit side of the ledger, the 
workers sacrificed $26 million tn lost 
wages. To head off the strike, G.M. 
had olTeied an 13*2 cent an hour pack- 
age, including the GAW, therefme the 
21 -week strike netted the workers 
only 6 4 cents in straight economic 
benefits. The hard core issues of this 
.strike were n on-economic, or largely 
so, and finally these (|Uestions were 
dec i dial on the basis of sensible com- 
promise. Why could not these issues 
have been sensibly compromised long 
ago? From the information nvmilable, 
this strike was the most dismal fail- 
ure of collective bargaining in Cana- 
dian history. 

On the other hand, the Railroad 
workers have by threatened legisla- 
tion been forced to accept A.B.C. (ar- 
bitration, barter or conciliation) to 
settle their demands, not necessarily 
in that order, but they have been 
crowde*! into the position where they 
have to settle their demands by any 
means otht?r than strike. This forced 
bargaining does not go down too well 
with the average Railroad worker. It 
takc-s too long for too Mttlc, and 
places the Railroad employe in a posi- 
tion inferior to that of like workers 
in (dher industries. All parlies con- 
cerned — ^and the economy of all Cana 
dians is concerned— should ask th<un- 
selvea how such matters can be set- 
tled with fairness to all and without 
the wasteful future of marathon 
strikes. Unless someone comes up 
soon with the answers to these in- 
volvtal tjuestions, we shall be faced 
with restrictive laws and legislation. 
No doubt these matters will come up 
for consideration at the First Consti- 
tutional Convention of the Canadian 
Lab<mr Congress at Toronto in April, 
but it is problematical if the answer 
will be foil ml there or in the ballot 
boxes of the next Federal election.

C.H.A. projects nde<piate ate] is are 
iHkcn io Ill-event their being u new 
area of substandard living comlttiuns. 

To lliff business men of our city 
the welfare agencies protect their in- 
vest meius so that, .should our new 
sub-divisions bt*come slums 20 years 
from now, all the plant invi^stment 
in buildings, such as telephone ex- 
changes, poles and cables will no 
longer be needed. The average home 
owner also has a stake in our city 
which must be protected. 

It costs less to care for our chil- 
dren now in playgrounds, nui'series 
and youth groups than to keep thi-m 
in Jail, hospitals or other insUtullons 
and you may be the one held up, 
roblwd or the victim of some crime. 

In the final analysis the Commu- 
nity Fund— Welfare Council Finn for 
caring for the health and welfare of 
those who are in need in our city is 
just g(Kid business.

One of our retired members, Sher- 
man Whit law, was taken by death on 
January 3rd, in Las Ve^as, Nevada^ 
where he and his wife have resided 
since 195L R rot her Sherm was inL 
tiated into the LB.E.W. in Local 193 
in 1032, In later years, he spent 
some Umc at construction work, but 
most of his years in the electrical 
game were spent at the Springfield 
City Water Light and Powei‘ Depart- 
ment as a maiiiteimnce electrician. 

The type of character that Brother 
Whitlaw had, can best be depicted 
from an excerpt from a letter written 
to the fellows at the City plant by 
Sher Ill's wife Just after his death, 
"When we visited you people last fall, 
Sherman felt much wmrso than he 
ever let on. That's the way it was 
until the very end, he never sulTcred 
oiitwarflly, never complained, just 
tried to make it as easy on everyone 
else as he could.” 

In com]diance with the JorKKAL's 
request in its Octaber issue for in- 
formation on the organization of 
safety programs, we wish to submit 
the following story on how ours was 
fosterc^d. 

The City Light and Powder Depart- 
ment, where we are employed, had had 
no formal safety program ftU' as long 
as most of us could remember, 
although we did have a clause in 
our working agreement which reatl, 
"Whenever safety meetings are held 
they shall be held on the city’s time.” 
Obviously, this clause was very weak, 
and since fortunately om accident 
rate was about normal, the city not 
only didn’t foice a safety program on 
us, but even seemed reluctant to grant 
us the time to conduct one ourselves. 

Hrnvever, three years ago our Ne- 
gotiating Committee demanded and 
received an hour a month in which to 
hold safely meetings. A five- man com- 
mittee was elected by the men to ]]lan 
an<l conduct the meetings. The city 
realizing the merit of our requests, 
delegated one of its engineers to work 
with us, who had had previous ex- 
perience in safety piograniming. 

Almost since its birth, our safety 
[jrogram has received the full cooj)- 
eration of the members* Since its in- 
ception, all of us have learned the 
arm-lift method of resuscitation and 
its variations, incliuiing pole top i‘e- 
suscitation. The city has purchased 
a jineolator which each man has been 
trained to use* 

We have also spent considerable 
time on such subjects as first-aid, safe 
driving habits, and of coui'se safe 
^vorking procedures. One of the high- 
lights of our campaign was a meeting 
In which two linemen and two fore- 
men participated in a panel discussion 
on the respoiisibilities of the foreman 
in regard to safety. 

While working on pole-top resusci- 
tation methods, we took motion pic- 


tures of our work. These were late]' 
shown along with a film on the proper 
techniques of pole- top resuscitation, 
thus enabling us to i>ick out our own 
mistakes and weak points. 

Part of each meeting is relegated 
to the rank and file in which to make 
suggestions of any ty]>e pertaining to 
safety as well as complaints about 
faulty tools or equipment. A rei>ort 
is also read at this time by the secre- 
tary on what has been done about 
pj'cvious suggestions or com plaints. 

Everyone (the employer and em- 
ploye alike) now agrees that this 
pi'ogram is a good thing-, and to In- 
sure Its continuanee the following 
cla\ise has replaced the aforemen- 
tioned weak and inadequate one that 
was formerly in ouj- agreement. 

“The city agrees to funiish all nec- 
essary protective and satisfactory 
equipment, such as rubber gloves, 
blankets, hose, hats, coats and boots; 
and it is a rule of both parties hereto 
that they be used* Safety meetings 
shall be held from 8:00 a.m. to 0:00 
a.m. on the second Monday of every 
month. If there is an emergency eon- 
dition at such time, the meeting shall 
be held the same hour on the succeed- 
ing Monday* Innrudiately following 
the T-egular safety meetings all men 
required to work energized lines will 
turn in one pair of their rubber glov'es 
to he tested.” 

This is rather long but we have one 
last Important item we’d like to men- 
tion. Brother Harry Winhold, a meter 
repairman for the City Light and 
Power Department sutTered a fatal 
heart attack on Friday, February 
1 Olh. 

Hany, a soft-spoken well liked 
individual, spent virtually his entire 
lifetime in the elect id cal game. He 
was initiated into the I.B.E.W. by 
Local 193 on January lb, 1D2:>. 

He is survived by his wife, Kath- 
erine, and son, Lloyd, who is also a 
member of Local 193* Brother Harry 
who was 57 when death struck, has 
been laid to s-est in Rose lawn ceme- 
tery here in Springfield.

Analyzes Evils of 
"Right-to-Work” Law 

L. V, 312. (iKKKNSnOUO, N. C.— Wo 

want to talk this month about the 
^'Right-to-Work” law. Is this a true 
name for It and who was It made by 
and for whom? 

I wish to state my position regard- 
ing these laws and in so doing I am 
writing as a moralist ami ask the 
reader to regard me as an advocate 
of jiustice and charity fo?^ the em- 
ploye employe and the public, 

Wliile the 18 states which have 
these statutes may have certain vari- 
ations in language they have the 
same rosult.s in common, “union shop 
is outlawed.” I would like to direct 
the aitcnlion of the reader to these 
state statutes. 

These “right to work" laws do not 
give unemployed workers any greater 
rights to jobs than they have in states 
without such legislation. They do not 
protect workers from discharge in the 
event of possible depression or reces- 
sion. They do not guarantee vvoik 
for, or increase women’s employment, 
which they might not otheiwise re- 
ceive. The sole effect of these statutes 
is to outlaw anangements freely and 
democraticaily reached by employers 
and unions rep n‘sen ting the majority 
of emphjyes in a shop, whereby mem- 
bei'ship in a union is made a condition 
of emplojnncnt. 

Unions are required by law to rep- 
resent all workers in a barg'd ning 
unit, not simply those who are mem- 
bers of the union. .Ail the benefits 
won by the union arc iiequired to bo 
extended to every worker in thc' plant. 
However, only the union members, 
through their dues and their activi- 
ties, carry the cost of su ppotli ng the 
unioTi, The remaining workers re- 
ceive the benefits of unionism with- 
out coni ribu ting either morally or fi- 
nancially to the sujiport of the union. 
They are* In the vernacular, “free 
ridels.” 

Union security agreements are 
merely devices whereby an attempt is 
made to distribute the cost of union* 
ism among all the persons who re- 
ceive Its benefits. Under such dr- 
cumstance.s, can it be said that there 
is a moral or any other justifiable 
right to he free not to join I he union 
and to be a “five rider?” Is there 
any right to pi'ofit from thr^ labor of 
another, fivim his dfoi’ts^ from Ids 
time, from his sacrifices, all against 
his will and without compensating 
him for what he has done? Since un- 
ions are requiiotl hy law to represent 
all workers e(|ually and without dis- 
crimination, a j-equlrement which is 
proper, the stnles should not be per- 
millcd to iHtililliil fati lukI uQual roji* 
trihution.'? to those same unions by 
worker.^ who rea]j the benefits of such 
representations.

He may 
and should join such unions and work 
within I hem to have the policies he 
lioes not like changed. On election 
day he can vote to change the odlrialH 
who have recommended policies ht^ 
does not like, Thi.'? is the democratic 
way. Hut while he is reprt‘Heiited by 
the union* he T'eceives benefits from 
it and should not lecelve a statutory 
excu.se to prelend it d*»es not exist* 
The tn‘incjple of majority rule i.s the 
fitundation on which democracy rests. 
This is ti*ue with respt*ct to unitmisrn 
as well as the administration of state 
and national go%wnmenlal affairs. 

The “Right to Work" laws are a 
virtual conspiiacy of the cm fly, the 
ignorant* or the misguided to subvert 
induHirial peace, exploit men's nwil 
to work and deluge the community 
with Indust rial irrespfiiisibiltty. “Right 
to Work’' laws do not create jobs; 
they tmly victimize the worker and 
make bis organization ineffective. 

What Is the difference between a 
labor union and an as.sociatjon such 
as our doctors and lawyers have? If 
our iioctors do not join the Medical 
Assodalion or our lawyers th(' Har 
Association and pay their dues \o 
help support what they stand for, 
they are put on the black list or boy- 
cotted.

Canadian Labor is 
Harassed by Labor Law 

I.. 11. 353, TORONTO, ONT.— One of 


the most frustrating pieces of legis- 
lation ever inflicted on organized 
labor in Ontario is the Labor Rela- 
tions Act, This act seems lo be pri- 
marily designed to save employers 
money in wages by requiring seem- 
ingly endless delays in getting down 
to biass lacks in negotiations. The 
only weapon that organized labor has, 
is taken away during these intermin- 
able dfdays and, by the time a selUe- 
merit is made, the time limit, as set 
in the agi'ecment, is long gone by and 
practically always a settlement is 
made whereby only pint ini retroac- 
tive pay is given or no retroactive pay 
at all. There may come a day when 
we will be glad to hide behind the act 
the way the employers du now, but 
such a day seems hard to foresee 
wh(‘ii \vc have had so many yeais of 
progress during which time great 
strides have been made in improving 
our siandiuds of living, 

W'e have what appears to be an- 
other good year coming up and we 
iii'e about to plunge again into nego- 
tiations with our electrical contrac- 
tors. But we will be hindered as 
usual by the act. We have tried vari- 
ous ways in past years to cope with 
the delays brought about by the act, 
but only once did we have any suc- 
cess in getting a new agreement ef- 
fect ivc on the expiring date of the 
old agreement. The second time we 
tried the same method but it did not 
work out and we went five months 
past the expiration date and settled 
foi* two months retroactive pay. 

The most aggravating feature of 
lh(! whole business is that hours and 
hours are spent in drawing up a brief 
and further hours are spent in pre- 
senting the brief to a Conciliation 


Board which usually comes out with 
a recommendation that has not the 
remotest relation to the final outcome 
of negotiations. 

However, it is the law of the land 
and being law abiding citizens w'e 
must go through the motions and 
hope that somewhere or sometime in 
this favored land the act will be of 
some benefit to labor.

Of Apprentice Program 

L. tr, 50S, JIOItILK, ALA.— Limt 

inunth 1 mentioned that we were 
getting a brand new apiuenlireslilp 
fjrogram organized and this nionlh I 
shouhl like to eiubmiite on this pro- 
gram, 

To begin with, it was pre[iam! for 
us by a Brat her member of our local, 
who is a graduate electrical engint'er, 
who also seiwcil his apprenticeship 
in nur local, who has the practical 
and iheoretical knowb^tlge and experi- 
ence necessary to coni pile such a Jiro- 
gmm. The course Is designed for iip- 
pL entices in the electrical con.st ruction 
field and covers alt, and more of the 
re<|uirements set forth in the Na- 
tional Apprenticeship Stanilard's 
booklet. 

The program is based on eight six- 
month periods, or four years. Each 
year has two six*month periods that 
are independent of each other aw to 
the order in which they aie presenlefl* 
With apprentices entering only at six- 
month inteiwals, four instjwtors pro- 
vide fulltime instruction for the en- 
tire course. 


The course is built around 11 well- 
sclectcil texUiooks that include sub- 
jects like drafting, interior electrical 
wiring and estimating (both indus- 
trial and residential), fundanientala 
of electricity, direct and alternating 
current, and of course the National 
Electrical Code, 

The purpose of this program is to 
give the apprentice electrician a well- 
round#Tl and systematic foundation of 
electricity. Once he has completefi 
this firogram he shouki have enough 
fundamentals to continue on his own 
in an effort to slay abreast of the ever 
changing idectrical held. 

For our journejunen elect ncians we 
are sfdling up a course in electronics 
at rmr Inca I University Center, TheHu 
courses can be continued, so that if 
the individual so desires he may get a 
college* degi'et* in electronics.

Cites Maine’s New 
Industrial EKpansion 

h. IT, r,(i7. I’ORTLAND, MR.— This 

month 1 would like to write about the; 
industi'iuJ expansion in the Slate of 
Maine. Although this expansion is not 
all in the juiisdiction of Local rd>7, 
nearly all projects have hml UlJhW. 
men wiirking on them. Many new itj- 
(iuslries were started in the state this 
year .ind many added new lines which 
made for expansion of existing facili- 
ties. 

In many areas laige mills were 
shut down c»r facilities ha<l mo\’^ed out 
and I he various cities oi‘ towns had 
to look to new industry ti> provide 
work for the thousands of people laid 
ojf. .Among them was Brunswick, 
which lost I he huge Veniey Mill re- 
cently. But already, through the i‘f- 
forts of the Chamber of Commi'rce 
and the Brunswick Industrial Devel- 
opment Cmporation, they have leased 
space to 'I'hp Standard Romper Cn., 
and The Nichols Poultry h’ajm Inc. 

Ag of .lum* Hlafi, four industries in 
the Brunswick area used over three 
million kilowatt hours of electric 
ptwer with an average cost of less 
than I Pile cent per kilowalt hour. 

Another town that has finally over- 
come the same difficulty is Dover-Pox- 
ct'ofL In lll.'iS, the American Woolen 
Co., closed its mill there and now after 
two years of work they have sold part 
of the mill to Beggs and Col)h Inc., 
of Winchestei-p Massachusetts, which 
w'ill operate a tannery, eventually em- 
idoying 4b0 people. 

Sanford, is another town which is 
making great strides to recover from 
the loss of the huge Good all-San ford 
Mills. 

Wood and wood by-products play a 
huge part in the expansion of the 
many associated industries. Some of 
the newer intlus tries are a new wood 
Hour mill at Cronish, anothei' is the 
W liner- Blown Co., of South ihiiis, 
util king waste wood, to make such 
products as wood fiour, wood chips 
and sawdust^ another project designed 
to save Maine timber lands. 

In the paper industry, Great Noith- 
ern Paper Company, ha.s completed 
its $45,000,000 expansion at East 


Millinockett. At Romford, the Oxford 
Paper Company, has invested several 
million dollars in new machinery and 
equipment and is continuing to ex- 
pand, Since the end of World War 
H, the company has invested more 
than 30 million (iollars in improve- 
ments. 

The St. Croi.x Paper Comjjany, of 
Woodland, spent nearly two million 
dollai-s in 1055, which is part of a 
1 3-mi 11 ion dollai' expansion program, 
which wdll make it the seconil largest 
newsprint manufacturer in Maine and 
the fifth in the United States. 

In West Paris, a woodworking miil 
long closed, has reopened. And there 
is also the Dsiieetric Products Engi^ 
ncering Company, <if Kaymoml, mak- 
ing television parts. 

The Central Maine Ihmer Company 
has invested $1111^1)0(1,00(1, ever a liec- 
ade for new or improved facilities. 
They have finished an addition to their 
Mason Station, at Wi seas set, which 
added 30, OHO kilowatts to t heir system. 
This year major construction will be 
at Cousins Island, where a new steam- 
electric plant will bring an added 4000 
KW. 

Other small factories are a $287,000, 
building sn Farmington to house the 
Sudbury Footwear Inc., a new build- 
ing at Rockland t:o hoii.se the Ex- 
pedite Manufacturing Company, a 
new industry at Freeport, and the ad- 
dition of a dying and finishing plant 
at Casco Laces Inc. 

At Searsporl, Northern Chemical 
is constructing a new $11,0011,000 am- 
monia plant, paid of which will he 
ready for operation in early 

Shipbuilding is another major in- 
dustry in Maine, with small ships be- 
ing built at Thomasimi, Hoothbay 
Harbor, and of ctmrse the two most 
famous yards, the Bath lion Works, 
which has contracts for 5,418 foot 
destioyers, at present and the Kittery 
Naval Shil>yard, which lecently laid 
the keel for an atom-powered sub. 

This shiidiuilding and rejiair indus- 
try was a 74-mi llion-dnl la r business in 
19-55, with more than 10,000 people 
employed at the trade. 

Thei‘e are many more industries, 
well established heiv in Maine. That 
is why the new Department nf Devel- 
opment of Industry ami Commerce 
was formed to attract industrialists. 
Their slogan is a good one and one 
that the I. B, E. W., here in Maine 
could certainly endorse. It has seven 
points which rea<i thus: Make us 

pi’ove that you can '^Makv more money 
in Maine."

ly-trained electric ian.s hiive tm imhice- 
ment to come here. As a result the 


contractors must get along with lo- 
cally trained men, with their limited 
experience, as best they can. Costly 
mistakes are common in electrical in- 
sla nations in Otta%va that couldi/l 
occur where trained men are em- 
ployed. 

Wliei'e else but here would you see 
a man ruin three lengths of three and 
a half inch conduit trying to make 
one bend. An Ottawa job foreman 
only discovered after the lathers ap- 
peared, that the light outlets he so 
carefully installed in the concrete 
slab in a large four-story building, 
should have been located on the bung 
ceilings two feet lower. 

Ottaw'a contractors are learning 
the hard way that the dearest is the 
cheapest in the end. In short they 
must compete with contractors in 
other cities for the good men who 
are not so plentiful as some might 
think.

Actually, this method of enrolling 
apprentices, while it may appear to 
lie rathei' strict, has paid otT in the 
long run. School attendance with the 
nevver a fip rent ices is no longer u 
pi'oblem. L, V, is proud of these 
boys as they make good members as 
well as superior journeymen. The 
contractors are now backing tlu' pro- 
gram 100 percent as they realize that 
belter men are being lumed out. 

The program is financed jointly by 
the apfirentice, contractor arul local 
union. Each contributes c*mts per 
week. This danse is incorpomled in 
the working agreement. These ap- 
prentices buy their own books. Funds 
are used to defray a portion of the 
instructors ami coi>rdinators expenses, 
graduation services and the coat of

Also attend- 
ing the banquet and the Sunday 


morning session were members of the 
North Dakota State Electrical Board: 
Joe Fennell , president of the State 
Board and REA representative; Nick 
Frank, the farmer representative; 
Clifford Hay, journeyman lineman 
representing the Public Utilities, and 
George Yineman, chief electrical in- 
spector for North Dakota. The ban- 
quet -was enjoyed by all including 
several guests who had been delegates 
to the North Dakota Building and 
Constmetion Trades Conference which 
had held its meeting Satuixlay morn- 
ing. 

The Sunday morning session was 
called to order at 9:60 a.m. by Chxtir- 
man SheiTnan Day. There was no 
definite scheduled order of business 
and many topics were thoroughly dis- 
cussed such as the AFL-CIO merger, 
the progress of the Electrical Work- 
ers in their organizational program 
throughout the state, the coming leg- 
islative session ai>d election, and the 
labor laws that we ai'e confronted 
with continuously such as the “Hight- 
To-Work” law, the Taft -Hartley law 
and the reversed opinions of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Boai'd, saying 
nothing of the injunctions though the 
State Couils. 

Mjv Dex Jewett, NECA Representa- 
tive gave the group a very good talk 
on what was taking place throughout 
the country in the electrical industry". 
He informed the Council that over 78 
percent of the homes throughout the 
United States were inadequately 
wij’od and asked the cooperation of 
the Electrical W'orkei's in bringing 
this fact to the attention of the public 
and the home owner because a big 
majority of those 78 percent are in 
dangerous condition. 'With the higher 
standaid of living that is enjoyed in 
our wonderful countiy many of the 
people are enjoying the comforts of 
the many electrical appliances that 
are on the market today but the bad 
features about it is that they keep 
adding the appliances and pay no at- 
tention to the wiring that is feeding 
these appliances. Improper wiring 
can be very costly to the customer 
just due to inadequate wiring. 

Chief Electrical Inspector George 
Yineman gave us a run down on the 
recent changes in the State Electrical 
Law as well as new rulings that have 
been issued by the State Board. He 
gave, the Council some very good in- 
formation concerning the National 
Fii'e Protective As.^sociation and also 
informed the group that the state fire 
marshall had asked for the assistance 
of the state inspector and the State 
Electrical Board in making inspec- 
tions and that the fire marshall’s office 
would cooperate 1(K) percent in follow- 
ing through on wiring that is con- 
demned by the electrical inspectors. 
The chief Inspector also felt that there 
was still a lot of wiring being done 
in the State of North Dakota that was 
not done by a licensed journeyman or

North Dakota has one 
of the best Workmen's Compensation 
LkIVvs ill the Cnited Slates* yet we 
feel there should be some changes 
made in the Safety Codt\ In lUfrl the 
Kleclrical Workers Council was in- 
stniinentiil in getting an Electrical 
Supplement to the Code-* This con- 
cerned linemen mostly. Many people 
do not realise the hazards of tin- line- 
man in his work and every' safety 
prmiution must be taken and unless 
we have something to fall back r>n 
in thi‘ State Laws these precautions 
will he overlooketi and emi up in 
fatalities* The lineman makes only- 
one mistake and very few are foilu- 
nulo enough to get that '*Hecmid 
chance.** 

A committee has been assigned to 
make a study of the situation ami hi 
the future possibly we can gain the 
mlopliim of -Home changes that might 
save the life of a work mam We 
realize that all of the public utilities 
such as the Northern States Dower 
Company* the Montana Dakota Utili- 
ties, The Ottertail Dower Company 
and the Rural Electrification Associa- 
tion all have their own safely rules 
and regulations and have a strict en- 
forcement of such laws and rules.

I host; pi^oplej they know what the eon- 
di lions are that the linemen have to 
work under hut yet there are work-

This Safety 
Code could and should includ** safety 
standards for all Ihe working people.

Toll in Kingsport

have been having sortie good and «orm» 
bad luck in this Junsilictioii since the 
last lettcri We have had a heuv^y loss 


of members by death. Brother Charlie 
Nuchols was killed while working on 
a line job near Kingsport. Brothers C. 
A* Welbom and Jessie W. Fair were 
killed in an auto accident a few miles 
fi*om home while they were on their 
way in from Pennsylvania, Brother 
Ray Riddle was seriously injured in 
the same accident and will not be 
able to work for u long time. Brother 
Kenneth Shelton was killed at his 
home in Korth Carolina. Brother Paul 
Guy Jackson, known to many of the 
brothers as “Sweat Bee,” died at his 
home in Morristown, 
i Unemployment has not bi-en bad for 
our members during the past year but 
the slack period got underw^ay in 
December. The outlook for work in 
the spring of lllotJ is good in this 
jurisdiction. 

Our new contriict gives a 15-cenl 
raise on jobs over to $3*10, 

and to $2*75 on jobs under that 
amounL It looked like we were stuck 
at $2.25 but due chiefly to the cToHs 
of our Business .Agent, Paul Hicks, 
we now have a rate to be proud of. 
1 hate to report that the menihers, 
subsequently, saw fit to reduce 
Brother Hicks* salary.

Work continues to hold well at the 
North American project in the Santa 
Susanna Mountains and us one proj- 
ect ifi eompleled another gets under- 
way and picks up the slack. With 
future activity anticipate<l at Shell 
Chemical Plant in the form of a solid 
fertilixer manufacturing unit to get 
under way early in March, ami further 
expansion of Oxnard Air Force, we 
have added assurance of a full em- 
ployment year. 

Not all the big constiaiction jobs are 
hid in by the larger outside contrac- 
tors, Santa Paula Electric Company 
reached out and picked off a line job 
ami an inside construction job in 
“those thar hills^* for North .^Tnori- 
can. Tuft Electric, Channtd Klectric* 
and Oilfield Electric, all of Ventura, 
have hid in some good local contracts. 
Through the years these and other 
local contractors have been the steady 


employei*H of many of our membf*rs. 
While T have been one of those who 
have chased the elustv*e dollar in the 
construction field I have no more or 
maybe less than he who stayed put 
in a local shop. 

Six of our members attended the 
California Southern ifoint Conference 
of l.B.E.W. locals.

He injected a little anecdote b> illus- 
trate his point as he proceeded with 
his excellent talk and finished with a 
call to remember that .Almighty GOJ> 
is vitally interested in our w-cB being 
so we would do well to ask His help 
in all our deliberations. 

Both speakers were given a stand- 
ing ovation from the delcgatos to the 
conference at the completion of thtdr 
talk.s and if the delegates to the con- 
ference will only convey the messages 
of the speakei's or even a portion 
the re -of buck to the local they repre- 
sent, it. will be well worth the effort 
it took to organize this meeting,

Local's Efforts to 
Help Flood Victims 

L. t . 1215, SAN FRANCISCO, 

CALIF,-^The disastrous California 
floods, which hit most areas on Decem- 
ber 23 and 24, have caused great eon- 
cem to nur members throughout 
Northeiti California. Homes, furnish- 
ings, personal I'ffects, automobiles and 
property of evety description were 
severely damaged and, in many cases, 
completely wiped out in Humboldt 
County, Marysville, Yuba City and 
Santa Ciuz. According to figuix^s com- 
piled in the local union office, it 
appeal's that the damages to membei'a 
and their families may exceed a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. 

Brother William M. Meier, an ac- 
tive member and former officer of our 
Marysville Clejlcal Unit, lost his life 


while working on the levee which 
broke thnough and engulfed Yuba City 
with Feather and Yuba River waters 
on December 24. His brother, Arthur, 
also lost his life in the break-through. 

The union headquarters, recognizing 
the need to take immediate step.^ to 
alleviati* human sufTertJig, issued a 
call for dtsaster aid financial assist- 
ance. Our Executive Board voted a 
substantial contnbution to the Cali- 
fornia AFL-CIO Flood Fund, which 
was turned over to the American Red 
Cross for assistance to all fiooil vic- 
tims in Northern Califoniia. 

Business Manager Ronald T. Weak- 
ley issued a bulletin at the year’s 
beginning, urging membej's of Local 
Union J245 to contribute to a Disaster 
.Aid Fund earmarked for assistance to 
our own membi'i's and their families. 
Tliis bulletin was followt^d up with 
appeai.s to shop stewards and with a 
special feature in the January issue 
of our union’s newspaper. The Utility 
Reporter. By the end of January, 
voluntary contributions fnym our 
memboi^ were nearing the |G,0it0 
mark. It is anticipated that the final 
figure will be considerably in excess 
of this amount. 

The Executi^^e Board of Local Un- 
ion 1245, in a special meeting set for 
Febi*uary 17* will apportion all dis- 
aster aid funds to our stricken mem- 
bei-s on a basis commensurate with 
the extent of their individual losses, 
A contribulioii from the local union 
treasury will also be considered. 

We are especially proud of all our 
membeni in every bargaining unit i-ep- 
resented by Local Union 1245 for their 
generous response to this appeal Tlie 
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etillection af many thousands of dol- 
lars, wp feel, dumonstrutos to our 
tradii union friends and our employei’i 
alike the kind of solidarity which 
makes a union strong and respected. 

On the collective bargaininR front, 
the local's Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company System NcE^otiatinK Com- 
mittee is now ren-iewinf?: material sent 
to headquarters from units all over 
Xorthem California* Written de- 
mands, based up(m the ilesires of the 
membership, will be soiwed upon the 
company on or prior to May I of 
lOofS* Collective barKaininn ni^j^otia- 
tions will he entered into immediately 
thereafter. 

Our other bariraTninu: units in elec- 
tric, (TUB, water anil tHejdione utilities 
are all hi gotKl shape ami j*:ains have 
been imule in every contract which has 
been opened d\ir]n^ the jmst few 
months. In a f Id it ion, we are proud to 
report that we have e^u'cutod a writ- 
ten ag^reement with a municipally 
ovnied transit utility, the Transit 
Authority of the City of Sacramento, 
This is an unusual contract in Cali- 
fornia since public bodies have his- 
torically taken the position that they 
will not enter intr> written airreements 
with labor unions. 

The union i,s presently ivorkiiijr out 
a skill improvement trainin(r proffiam 
with administrators and educators 
from the Adult Education Division of 
the CalifotTiia Department of FJduca* 
tion and with Cminty .Ailult Educa- 
tion administrators. We feel this is 
a vital propram, with a frioat ser\-ice 
potential to our members, in view of 
the rapid hiroatl.s new technology is 
making- on the jobs of our people in 
every branch of the utility indu.stry. 
f*resent plans cull for reciuitment and 
training: of spf'cialiKed teachei*s, the 
establishment of classroom facilities 
and touching aids, and the actual com- 
mencement of chisses by the begin- 
ning of the fall semostor.
